FHTLADELPAIA,  November  7. 
CONGRESS. 


Yeflerday  the  Preftdent  of  the  United 
States  met  both  HmCes  of  thr  Nati- 
onal Legifature  in  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber, and  delivered  the  following 
fpeech  ; — 

Fellow  citizens  of  the  Senate  and 
Houfe  of  Rept  ejsnlatives 

IT  is  fome  abatement  of  the  fa- 
tisfaction,  with  which  I  meet 
you  on  the  prefent  occafion,  that 
in  felicitating  you  on  a  continuati- 
on of  the  national  profperity,  ge- 
nerally; I  am  not  able  to  add  to  it 
information  that  the  Indian  hoftdities 
which  have  for  fome  time  part,  dif- 
treffed  our  north  weftern  frontier*, 
kave  terminated. 

You  will,  I  am  perfuaded,  learn 
with  no  lefs  concern  than  I  commu- 
nicate it,  that  reiterated  endeavour* 
towards  effecting  a  pacification  have 
hitherto  iffued  only  in  n:w  and  out- 
ragcous  proofs  of  perfev'ering  hoftili- 
tv  on  the  part  of  the  tubes  wiih 
whom  we  are  in  contcft.  An  ear- 
ner! defire  to  procure  tranquility  to 
this  frontier — to  flop  the  farther  ef- 
fufion  of  human  blood— to  arreft 
the  progrefs  of  cxnence— to'  'orward 
the  prevalent  with  of  the  nation,  for1 
peace,  has  led  to  ftrenuous  efforts, 
thro  various  channels,  to  a:compli!h 
thefe  defirable  p.upofes  ;  in  miking 
which  efforts,  I  confulted  lefs  my 
ewn  anticipations  of  the  event  or 
the  fcruples  which  fome  conffJerati- 
ons-  Aere  calculated  to  infpire,  than 
tne  win  to  find  the  object  attai'm- 
able,  or  if  not  attainable  to  afcertain 
unequivocally  that  fuch  is  the  cafe. 

A  detail  of  the  meafurei  which' 
Kave  been  porfued,  and  of  their  con- 
fequences  which  will  be  1  lid  before 
you,  while  it  will  conhrm  to  you  the 
want  of  fuecefs,  thus  far  will,  Itruft, 
evince  that  means  as  proper  .and  as 
efficacious  as  could  have  been  devif- 
ed,  have  been  employed,  the  iffue 
bf  fome  of  them,  indeed,- is  ftill  de- 
pending: but  a  favourable  one,  tho* 
not  to  bedefpaired  of,  is  not  promif- 
ed  by  any  thing  that  has  yet  hap- 
pened. 

In  the  eourfe  of  the  attempts  which 
have  been  made,-  fome  valuable  citi- 
zens have  fallen  violins  to  their  leal 
for  the  public  fervice.  A  fan£fion 
commonly  refpe£tcd  even  among  fa- 
vages,  has  been  found,  in  this  in- 
stance, infufficienr  to  protect  from 
maffacre  the  emiffaries  of  Peace.  It 
will,  I  prefuine,  be  duly  conlidered 
whether  the  occafion  does  not  call 
for  an  exercife  of  liberality  toward* 
the  families  of  the  deceafed. 

It  muft  add  to  your  concern,  to  be 
informed,  that  befides  the  continua- 
tion of  hoftile  appearance*  among 
the  tribes  north\>f  the  Ohio,  fome 
fhreatning  fymptons  have  of  late 
been  revived  among  fume  of  thofe 
fouth  of  it. 

A  part  of  the  Cherokeei,  known 
by  the  name  of  Chkkamagas,  inha- 


biting five  villages  on  the  Tenneffee 
river,  have  long  been  in  the  prac- 
tice of  committing  depreciations  oh 
the  neighbouring  lettlcments. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  treaty  of 
rlolfhh,  made  with  the  Cherokee 
nation  in  July,  1791,  would  have 
prevented  a  repetition  of  fuch  de- 
predations. But  the  event  has  not 
angered  this  hope  The  Chicka- 
mages,  aided  by  fome  banditti  of 
another  tribe,  in  their  vicinity, 
hate  recently  perpetrated  wanton 
arid  unprovoked  hoft  lities  upon  the 
citieeus  of  the  United  States  in  that 
quarter.  The  imormation  w  hich  ha* 
betn  received  ontM;  fUbJeft,  will  be 
laid  before  you.  Hi'herto  defenflve 
precautions  only  have  been  ftnetly 
enjoined  and  obferved. 
,  It  is  not  un  lei  iiood  that  any 
breach  of  treaty,  or  a^an-ffion  what- 
soever on  the  part  or  the  U.  States, 
or  their  citifeni,  i*  even  alleged 
as  a  pretext  lor  the  fpi.it  al  humili- 
ty in  this  quarter- 

1  have  reafon  to  believe  that  every 
practicable  exertion  has  been  made 
(purfuant  t6  the  provilion  by"  law 
for  that  purpcTe)  to  be  prepared 
for  tha  alternative  of  a  profecution 
of  the  war,  in  the  event  of  a  fail- 
ure cf  pacific  overtures.  A  large 
proportion  of  tha  troops  authoris- 
ed tc "be  failed,  have  been  recruit- 
ed, though  the  number  is  ftiil  in- 
complete. A. id  pain*  Save  been  ta- 
ken to  dil'ciphne,  and  put  them  in 
condition  for  fne  particular  kind  of 
fervice  to  be  performed.  A'  d.  lay 
of  ope.-atiojis  (belMes  being  dictated 
by  the  meafures  which  *ere  pu'rfa- 
ingtowarrdi  pacacc  termination  of 
the  war)  ha*  been  in  ittelf  deem- 
ed preferable  to  immature  efforts.  A 
ftctcment,  from  the  proper  depart- 
ment, with  regard  to  the  number  of 
troop*  raifed,  and  fome  other  points 
which  have  been  lu^gt-fted,  will  af- 
ford more  precile  information,  as  a 
guide  to  the  legiflative  confutati- 
ons ;  and  amony:  other  things  will 
enable  Congrtfs  to  judge  whether 
fome  additional  ftimulas  to  the  re- 
cruiting fervice  may  not  be  adv  fea- 
bJe. 

In  looking  forward  to  the  future 
expence  of  the  operations,  which 
may  be  found  inevitable,  I  derive 
confolation  from  the  inforuuricn  I 
received,  that  the  product  of  the 
revenues  for  the  prefent  year  is  like- 
ly to  fupercede  the  necrfTuy  of  ad- 
ditional burthens  on  the  communi- 
ty,  for  the  fervice  of  the  enming 
year.  This,  however,  will  be  bet- 
ter afcertained  in  the  eourfe  of  the 
feffion  :— -and  it  is  proper  to  add, 
that  the  information  alluded  to,  pro- 
ceeds upon  the  fuppofjtion  of  no  ma- 
terial extentionoi  the  fpirit  of  hofti- 
Ihy. 

1  cannot  difmifs  the  fubject  of  In- 
dian affairs,  without  again  recom- 
mending to  your  confiueration  the 
expediency  of  more  adequate  pro- 
vision for  giving  energy  i«  the  lawi 


throughout  our  interior  frontier  j 
and  for  reftraing  the  commiHion  of 
outrages  upon  the  Indian*;  without 
which  all  pacific  plans  muft  prove 
nugatory,  'foeni  I-,  by  compe- 
tent rewards,  the  employment  of 
qualified  and  truity  perfons  to  refide 
am  >ng  them,  as  agents,  would  alio 
contribute  to  the  prefervation  of 
peace  and  good  neighbourhood 
,  It  in  adoition  to  thefe  expedients, 
an  eligible  plan  could  be  devifed  for 
promoting  civihzatiori  a  tiong  the 
friendly  tribes,'  and  for  carrying  on 
trade  with  them,  upCrt  a  fcale  equal 
to  their  wants,  and  undiir  regulati- 
on.  c.itcu  ated  to  protect  them  from 
impofuion  and  extortion,  its  influ- 
ence in  cemertling  their  in  ereftl 
with  ours  coulJ  not  but  be  confide- 
rable'.  , 

The  prb'fpejous  ft  ifc  of  our  reve- 
nii?  ha«  been  iatijn  ued.  This  \»  ould 
ft  11  be  more  the  cafe  w  ere  it  tfoz  for 
the  impede nents,  which  in  fome 
places  continue  to  embarrafs  the  col- 
lection of  the  duties  on  fpirits  diftill- 
ed  within  the  United  States.— 
Thefe  im  plements  have  lelfened, 
and  are  lelTening  in  local  extent;— 
and  as  applied  to  the  community  at 
farge  the  contentment  with  the  law 
appears  to  be  progr^fiive.  But  fymp- 
tons of  in'creafcd  oppofition  having 
lately  maniiefted  themlelves  in  cer- 
Cain  qudrters  ; — I  judged  a  fpecial 
interpo'ition  0:1  my  part  proper  and 
advileahle  :  A  unJer  this  impreffion. 
have  illued  a  proclamation  waning 
ajjjiult  all  unlawful  combinaiiotis 
and  proceedings,  having  for  their 
object  or  tending  to  oblrruct  the  o- 
peration  of  the  larw  in  queftion,  and 
announcing  that  ail  lawful  ways  anJ 
means  would  be  ttrict.'y  put  in  exe- 
cution for  bringing  to  j-jftice  the  in- 
fractors thereof,  and  Securing  obedi. 
ence  thereto. 

Meafures  have  a  If  •>  been  taken  for 
the  profecution  of  offenders  j  and 
Congrefs  may  be  a^hired,  that  noth- 
ing wiihin  conlti'utional  and  legal 
1  mi  s  which  may  depend  on  me, 
fhall  be  wanting  toaiTertand  main- 
tain the  jult  authority  of  the  laws. 
— In  fulfilling  th.is  truit  I  fha'l  count 
entirely  upon  the  full  co  operation 
of  tne  other  departments  of  the  go- 
vernment, and  upon  the  zealous  fup- 
p'ort  of  all  good  citizens. 

I  cannot  forbear  to  bring  again 
into  the  view  of  the  legiflature  the 
fubject  of  a  revifion  of  the  judiciary 
f^ltem. — A'reprcfentation  from  the 
judges  of  the  fupreme  court,  which 
will  be  l.iid  before  you,  points  out 
fome  of  the  inconveniences  that  are 
experienced. — .In  the  eourfe  of  the 
execution  of  the  laws,  confederati- 
ons arife  out  of  the  ftiucturu  of  that 
fyfrem,  which,  in  fome  cafes,  tend  to 
relax  thtil1  efficafy. — As  connected 
with  this  fubject,  provifions  to  faci- 
litate the  taking  of  bail  upon  pro- 
cedes  out  of  the  courts  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  a  lupplementary  de- 
finition of  offences  againft  the  con- 


ffitu'ion  and  laws  of  the  union,  ani 
of  the  pnnilhment  for  fuch  offences, 
will,  it  is  prefurned,  be  found  worthy 
of  particular  attention. 

Denervations  on  the  value  of 
peace  with  other  nations  are  unne- 
ceffary.  It  would  be  wife,  howe- 
ver, by  timely  provifions,  to  guard 
againft  thofe  acts  of  our  own  citi- 
zens, which  might  tend  to  difturb  it, 
and  to  put  ourfclves  in  a  condition 
to  give  that  fatisfaction  to  foreign 
nations,  which  we  may  f  >metimes 
have  occafion  to  require  from  t  ie  ns 
I  particularly  reco  n mend  to  your 
confiderat'nn  the  means  of  prevent- 
ing thofe  aggrelfions,  by  our  ciri- 
xeps,  on  the  territory  of  other  niti- 
ons,  and  other  infractions  of  tha 
law  ol  na'ions,  w  hich  furnifhing  jull 
fu'ject  of  complaint,  might  endan- 
ger our  peace  with  them  :  And  h 
general,  the  maintenance  of  a  friend- 
ly intercourfe  with  foreign  powers, 
wili-be  prefented  to  your  attention 
by  the  eviration  °f  the  law  for  that 
purpofe,  which  takes  place,  if  not 
renewed,  at  the  clufe  0f  the  pref<nt 
felfion. 

In  the ■executory  of  the  authority 
given  by  the  legtilature,  meafures 
have  been  taken  for  engaging  foma 
artiit  fr,a-n  abroad,  to  aid  in  the 
eftablilhment  of  our  mint ;  othera 
have  been  employed  at  home; 
P/rovifion  h>s  been  made  for  the 
requeue  bail  ling,  and  thefe  are  n.>  r 
put  in  0  proper  condition  for  the 
purpofes  of  the  e  Hblilhment. 
Tiiere  hit  alfa  been  a  fnall  b:gin- 
n  ng  in  tiio  coinage  of  half  dtfutea  ; 
the  want  of  fnill  coins  in  circulati- 
on calli  ig  the  firil  attention  to  the  n. 

The  regulation  of  foreig.i  coins, 
in  correfpnndency  with  the  princi- 
ple* of  our  national  coinage,  as  be- 
ing elTential  to  their  due  operation, 
and  to  order  in  our  money  concerns, 
will  I  doubt  not,  be  refu  ned  an  i 
co  n  pleaded. 

It  is  reprefented  that  fom-  provi- 
fions, in  the  law  which  eftablifhea 
the  port -office*  operate,  in  experi- 
ment, againft  the  tranfmilfion  of 
news-papers  to  diftant  parts  of  the 
country. 

Should  this,  upon  due  enquiry,;^: 
be  found  to  be  the  fact,  a  fu:l  con':?'' 
viccion  of  the  importance  of  facilita- 
ting the  circulation  of  political  intel- 
ligence and  information,  will,  I 
doubt  not,  lead  to  the  application  of 
a  remedy. 

The  adoption  of  a  conftitution  for 
the  ftate  of  Kentucky  has  been  no- 
tified to  me.— The  legfiature  wilL  * 
fhare  with  me  in  the  fatisfaction 
which  arifes  from  an  event  lete- 
refting  to  the  happinefs  of  the  part 
of  the  nation,  to  which  it  relates, 
and  conducive  to  the  general  or- 
der. 

It  is  proper  likewife  to-  inform 
you,  that  fince  my  laft  communi- 
cation on  the  fubject,  and  in  fur- 
ther execution  of  the  acts  feveral- 
ly  making  provifieus  for  the  pub. 


lie  debt  and  for  the  reduction  there- 
x)f,  three  new  loans  have  been  effect- 
fei,  each  for  three  millions  of  flo- 
rins ;  one  at  Antwerp,  at  the  annu- 
al intereft  of  four  and  one  half  per 
«ent.  with  an  allowance  of  four  per 
cent,  in  lieu  of  all  charges,  and  the 
other  two  at  AmfteruVm,  at  the  an- 
nual intereft  of  four  per  cent,  with 
an  allowance  of  five  and  one  half  per 
cent,  in  one  cafe,  and  of  five  per 
cent,  in  the  other,  in  lieu  of  a!i 
charges.  The  rates  of  thefe  loans* 
and  the  circumftances  under  which 
they  have  been  made,  are  confirma- 
tions ot  the  high  ftate  of  our  credit 

abroad.  Among  the  objects  to 

which  thefc  funds  have  been  direct- 
ed to  be  applied,  the  payment  of  the 
debts  due  to  certain  foreign  officers, 
according  to  the  provifion  made  du- 
ring the  laft  feflion,  has  been  embra- 
ced. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Rc- 
prefenutives, 

I  entertain  a  ftrong  hope,  that  tha 
ftate  of  the  national  finances,  is  now 
fnfftciently  matured,  to  enable  you 
to  enter  upon  a  fyftematic  and  effee-  • 
tual  arrangement,  for  the  regular  re- 
demption and  difcharge  of  the  pub- 
lic debt,  according  to  the  right  which 
has  been  referved  to  the  government. 

.  -No  meafure  can  be  more  defi- 

rable,  whether  viewed  with  an  eye 
to  its  intrific  importance,  or  to  tha 
general  fentiment  and  wilh  of  the 
nation. 

Provifion  is  likewife  rcquifite  to 
the  reivi.burfement  of  the  lo^n  which 
has  been  made  of  the  bank  of  the 
United  States,  purfuant  t>  the  nth 
fiction  of  the  act  by  which  it  is  in- 
corporated—-in  fulfilling  the  public 
ftipula'ions  in  this  particular  it  is  ex- 
pected a  valuable  faving  will  be 
made. 

Appropriations  for  the  currer.t 
fervice  of  the  enfuing  year,  and  for 
fuch  extraordinaries  as  may  require 
prvoifion,  will  demand,  and  1  doubt 
not,  will  engage  your  early  attenti- 
on. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  of 
the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

I  concent  myfeif  with  recalling 
your  attention,  generally,  'o  fuch 
objects,  not  particularized  in  my 
prefenr,  as  have  been  fuggefted  in 
mv  former  communications  to  you. 

Various  temporary  laws  will  ex- 
pire dur.ng  the  prcfent  feflion,  a- 
mong  thefe,  that  which  regulates 
trade  and  intercoule  with  the  Indi- 
an tribes,  will  merit  particular  no- 
tice. 

The  refults  of  your  common  deli- 
berations, hitherto,  will,  I  iruff,  be 
productive  of  folid  and  durable  ad- 
vantages to  our  confthuents  ;  fuch 
as,  by  conciliating  more  and  more 
their  ultimate  fuffrage,  will  tend  to 
fhrengthen  and  confirm  their  attach- 
ment to  that  conftitution  and  go- 
vernment, upon  which,  under  di- 
vine providence,  materially  depend 
their  union,  their  fafety  and  their' 
happinefs 

Still,  further,  to  promote  ancT 
fecurethefe  ineftimableends,  there  is* 
nothing  which  can  havea  more  pow- 
fui  tendency  than  the  careful  cultiva- 
tion of  harmony,  combined  with  a 
due  regard  to  ftability  in  the  public: 
councils.
